ESTIMATES  OF  CASH  EXPENDITURES  FOR  PRODUCTION  SUPPLIES  AND  EQUIPMENT  BY  FARM 

OPERATORS,  BY  STATES,  I960  (Revised) 

The  follow ng  tables  were  prepared  from  basic  data  on  production  expenses 
of  farm  operators  developed  by  the  Farm  Income  Branch,  Economic  Research  Ser¬ 
vice,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Such  production  expenses  were  presented 
in  preliminary  form  in  the  July  19,  1961  issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation, 
and  in  revised  form  in  the  July  26,  1962  issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation, 
FIS-187. 

In  preparing  estimates  of  cash  expenditures  for  production  supplies  and 
equipment  from  these  data,  estimates  of  amounts  spent  for  labor  or  services  and 
other  nonsupply  items  used  in  farm  production  were  excluded.  The  totals  of  such 
items  for  the  United  States  are  shown  in  table  2,  and  the  basis  for  excluding 
specified  items  is  included  in  the  footnotes  to  tables  1  and  2. 

Although  estimates  for  some  items  were  made  from  limited  data,  they  were 
based  on  the  best  information  currently  available  and  should  prove  useful  in 
making  analyses  and  determining  trends  on  a  State  and  regional  basis.

Note:  Cash  expenditures  by  farmers  for  services  and  other  nonsupply  items  were  $11,596  million  in 

1960  (see  table  2).  Thus,  total  cash  expenditures  for  both  supply  and  nonsupply  items  by  U.  S. 
farm  operators  for  production  purposes  totaled  $25,770  million  in  1960.  If  "depreciation"  rather 
than  "cash  expenditures  for  capital  items"  is  used  in  computing  net  income  of  farm  operators, 
"production  expenditures,"  plus  other  minor  changes,  totaled  $26,242  million  in  1960. 

Cash  receipts  from  farming  totaled  $34,012  million  in  1960.  Cash  expenditures  for  production 
supplies  and  equipment,  therefore,  were  equivalent  to  41.6  percent  of  cash  farm  receipts. 

Total  cash  expenditures  for  all  farm  production  items,  including  supplies  and  services,  accounted 
for  75.8  percent  of  cash  receipts  from  farming  in  1960.

1/  Includes  feed  grains,  hay  and  roughage,  and  pasture  purchased  by  one  farmer  from  another  farmer 
estimated  at  perhaps  10  percent  of  the  total.  Does  not  include  feed  charged  to  farmers  at  stock- 
yards.  Definition  of  feed  expenditures  in  1959  by  Census  Bureau  on  which  these  were  based: 
"Expenditures  on  feed  purchased  for  livestock  and  poultry  were  to  include  expenditures  for  grain, 
hay,  mill-feeds,  pasture,  salt,  condiments,  concentrates,  and  mineral  supplements  as  well  as  for  the 
grinding  and  mixing  of  feed.

The  following  tables  were  prepared  from  basic  data  on  production 
expenses  of  farm  operators  developed  by  the  Farm  Income  Branch,  Economic 
Research  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Such  production 
expenses  were  presented  in  preliminary  form  in  the  July  25,  1963  issue  of 
The  Farm  Income  Situation,  and  in  revised  form  in  the  July  29,  1964  issue 
of  The  Farm  Income  Situation,  FIS-195. 

In  preparing  estimates  of  cash  expenditures  for  production  supplies 
and  equipment  from  these  data,  estimates  of  amounts  spent  for  labor  or 
services  and  other  nonsupply  items  used  in  farm  production  were  excluded. 
The  totals  of  such  items  for  the  United  States  are  shown  in  table  2,  and 
the  basis  for  excluding  specified  items  is  included  in  the  footnotes  to 
tables  1  and  2. 

Although  estimates  for  some  items  were  made  from  limited  data,  they 
were  based  on  the  best  information  currently  available  and  should  prove 
useful  in  making  analyses  and  determining  trends  on  a  State  and  regional 


basis .

The  following  tables  were  prepared  from  basic  data  on  production  expenses 
of  farm  operators  developed  by  the  Farm  Income  Branch,  Economic  Research  Ser¬ 
vice,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Such  production  expenses  were  presented 
in  preliminary  form  in  the  July  26,  1962  issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation, 
and  in  revised  form  in  the  July  25,  1963  issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation, 
FIS-191. 

In  preparing  estimates  of  cash  expenditures  for  production  supplies  and 
equipment  from  these  data,  estimates  of  amounts  spent  for  labor  or  services  and 
other  nonsupply  items  used  in  farm  production  were  excluded.  The  totals  of  such 
items  for  the  United  States  are  shown  in  table  2,  and  the  basis  for  excluding 
specified  items  is  included  in  the  footnotes  to  tables  1  and  2. 

Although  estimates  for  some  items  were  made  from  limited  data,  they  were 
based  on  the  best  information  currently  available  and  should  prove  useful  in 
making  analyses  and  determining  trends  on  a  State  and  regional  basis.
